It was the opinjon of Dr. Brown, the author
ol the "“History of the Riso and Progress of
Poetry,” aa concelved from desoriptions given
of the entertalnwent by the Irofuois and Huarons
of Father Lafitan, that the dramatio and odie
poelry of the Greeks, with strophe, antistrophe,
and epode, or with versa and chorus, was a
natural growth from the pong-dancers of savags
life. His opimion would have been comfirmed,
if he bad pathered what |4 now known of the
cong-dsnces of other tribes in Amerioa, Poly-
nesma, and Africa.

The circle was the form most readily taken by
a crowd of lookers on, at an open plece of action,
asitis that taken by ohildren ubout & sireet
scrobat, or by mes round a boxing match.
But, while our sorobats and boxers answer to
the single dramalis persone of dramatic pootry,
it is atill an open question, whether the chorus
arose from s murician, ke the piper, sidiag the
drama, or was at firet the body of is,vntaudurs.
Dr. Brown thinks that the chorus in iis original
state was, indeed, the audience who surrounded
the narator or nctor, snd answered him, at
every pauge, with shouts of tnumph, lppro'ba-
1101, or dishke,

Among the Tonga tribe, in the timo of Captain
Cook, a trained choros ol wany méen was 88t In
the mid1le of the ring, and played musio or sang
words in snswer 1o the performers, It was so
in a performance of twenty women, who sang o
soft air, acc-omgunlod with graceful Hmb-actions,
followed by a brisk dance, and wore auswered
in the sseme tome by thoeborus, In another
Tongn song-dance, the chorus ssng at one time
with the bands of performoers, and at others in
answer 1o them; though, iIn one of the song-
dances, the whola body of performers was
divided into two clioirs, each with s charagus;
gnd, after a match of song between the two
charagi, there was another of strophes, with
In the Kadir war dance the dra-
wnatis persone: are chiefs, and their warriors
usually make up the chorus and dance, “‘wiih
wooden umtations of their weapons,”

In all these song-dances we have the elements
of dramatic and odic pootry—the dance as the

try of motion, the air a4 the measure ol
time, and the song as the theme of the plece,

We have here aiso, a8 i other eases, enough
to warrant the saying thet extremes meet: lor,
after we rise up through the sundry forms of
musle, we reach at last the opers, which boars
a near likeness to the song-dance of tho savage,
Bo, when we have been brought to the highest
forms ot clvilizauon, we tnd that the grestest
happiness of princes 1s found in the pursait of
bhunting; and as high skill 13 shown by the
Nimrod of the townless wild, so we are told by
Captrin Cook tkat, in & song-ianee of Tonga
men, & oharagos delivered his gong “with an air
#0 graceful as might put to the blush our most
epplauded performers,

A trained chorus must bave come into the
song-dance of savages ata vory carly day; for
we find that the time of thewr turns, sad the
measure of their songs and shiftings of their
figures are 8o true that they must ns well
known to the performers s the figures of a

vadrille are Enown %0 the best dancers of the

all-ronm.  Father Lafitan writes that some of
the eongs of the American tribes were so old
that often the singers did not understand what
they said; and Mariver tells us that the song-
dances of Tonga ure of sundry kinds, marked
by different names, some of them witn Hamoan
songs, 48 clearly requiring to be learnad be-

forehand as Italian by an English or German
singer,
A note to the Pindar of Donedictus (1620) says,

that the dsncers of the lyric song-dance took

_one turn (strophe) from right to lett, with the

sun, and a retarn (nut.wtm'Fhe: from left to
right, with the planets from West to Kast, while
the epode was sung in a swationsry posture, an-
swering to the steadfastness of the earth. Dr.
Brown, howevar, would not go to the stars for
the turn or return of the dance, but holds that
the reverse wheel of the antisthrope was ‘“‘for
the plain reason of preventing giddinesa, which
ariseth from running round in the same circle.”

From an insight into these song-iances, we
can understand why music and bardship held
80 high a place among men. In many of them,
a8 in the war dance of the Kaffirs, the dramalis
persone were kings; and iwo of the Tonga
dances are performed only by heads of tribes
and nobles, And, since the songs ol these dancea
held forth to the minds of youth the highest lore
of the time—as in the poem of Hesiod, and in
some of those cf the old Scalds of the North—or
quickened their minds by patierns of brave
and generosity, or some kind of great-miuded.
ness, 80, while the three graces of the drams,
Dance, 'i‘unu. and Song, kept the circle pure as
a school of good tnauiug, courage held a high
place in the Btate, The art was, like man him-
self, leaning to lower sims, prona in delerius
though wise men and bards themselves did
their best to preserve it ns an istrument of
song; but the more it degencrated, the less
honor bad the bard even ol high-aiming song,

Tous, while, in the time of Hoel Dda the
gocial rank o!f the bard was near that of the
King, now, when the Muse has =0 ofien pan-
dered (o the low tastes which she ought o have
vefined, the place of the Poel is only where ne
oan held humselt by his birth, his wealth, or
his earnings,

From the song dance came much of our poetic
word store, A verse—versus (verlo)—answers
to the Greck strophbe, or turn in the ring-dance;
A fcot is the measure of one step; and the wor

-gtanza means a stopping, as ac the end of a turn,

Bo the burden or short chorus of the old song
was, in its iret use, a sort of answer to the ring-
singers—as its name, indeed, in British, would

" seem to show; the Welsh Byrdon (Byrton) means
